Party Plan Bazzar; Town Seal Contest; Wood Cuts and 
Stationery of Freedom; Gail Bickfords book ‘‘Here is 
Freedom’’; The Christmas Tour of Homes; Christmas 
Doorway Contest; The Extension Group Cookbook; and 
The Dating of Homes by the Historical Society. 


We have two sub-committees; The Coin Committee 
has created and is selling the ‘‘Freedom Coin” with great 
success. The numbered sterling silver coins, as well as the 
bronze coins, are a lasting commemoration of Freedom in 
our nation’s 200th anniversary year. Our Youth Committee 
is working to create a Mini-Park behind the Library which 
is to be dedicated on the 4th of July, 1976, hopefully along 
with the opening of the Nature Trail by the Conservation 
Commission. 

The Bicentennial Committee has chosen _ the 
renovation of the Town Hall as its major project. This is a 
large and expensive undertaking, but we feel that with the 
continued support of the people of Freedom, we should be 
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able to make many improvements in this building which 
belongs to all of us, and of which all of us many be proud. 


Our ultimate aim is to raise $5,000 for this project. We 
are more than half way to this goal now. We have qualified 
for grants from the State of New Hampshire as well as the 
Federal Government. The Coin Committee reports that 
through the sale of the ‘‘Freedom Coin’’, over $1,000 will be 
donated to this project. 


We have planned several exciting events for the 
coming months as well asa Two Day Birthday Celebration 
on the 4th of July. We hope that these events will be par- 
ticipated in and enjoyed by all. 


As with all organizations whose primary activity is 
raising money, it’s difficult not to fall into a position where 
it seems that we’re always asking for more. This is 
something that the Bicentennial Committee is aware of 
and concerned about. We feel that we have offered several 
events for the pure enjoyment of the townspeople without 
asking for money, in essence, trying to balance our fund 
raising activities. We do, of course, welcome any and all 
support whether it be financial or just constructive ideas 
or comments and thank those who have helped us come 
this far. 


We are looking forward to a year where we can help to 
preserve the past while looking ahead and building for the 
future.

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FIRE WARDENS REPORT 
REPORT TO TOWNS 
FREEDOM 


Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city 
councils, the Division of Forests and Lands appoints a 
forest fire warden and several deputy forest fire wardens 
in each town and city every three years. The town or city 
warden is responsible for maintaining a force of men and 
adequate equipment to suppress any wildfire that occurs 
in his town or city during his term of appointment. The fire 
warden must authorize all open burning when the ground 
is not covered with snow. No open fires can be authorized 
between 9 a.m. and 5p.m., unless it is raining, without the 
additional permission of the state district fire chief. 


Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the 
ground is not covered with snow must first obtain the 
written permission of the forest fire warden. Camp and 
cooking fires also require the warden’s permission. 


The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest 
Fire Service, assists all cities and towns in meeting these 
requirements by training the warden and deputy forces in 
wildfire suppression tactics, making hand tool suppression 
equipment available at fifty percent of cost, supplying 
pieces of Federal excess property for use as fire attack 
vehicles and sharing up to fifty percent of the cost of 
wildfire suppression costs. 


Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town 
program. Smokey Bear is available from the Forest Fire 
Service for local fire prevention programs. Posters and 
Junior Ranger kits are available for distribution by local 
fire departments upon requests to the Forest Fire Service. 
Each forest fire warden is expected to carry on a 
continuous wildfire prevention program within his town or 
city.
